Bay de Noc, the north portion of 
Ogontz Bay, a small area east, of 
G ladstone and the

arca. 
Clarence Moreau, of Escanaba, 
sice president 
of 
the 
Walleye 
Protective association, took is su e 
w ith the testimony of 
fish 
re­ 
search experts that the i n c re a s e d 
commercial catches 
provide 
an 
index of the walleye population. 
Moreau contended 
that the 
in­ 
creased 
commercial 
yields 
is 
simply an index of increased fish­ 
ing pressure. 
“ During the four years 1945 to 
1948, inclusive, the average catch 
ner license varied only 
13 
per 
cent,” Moreau said, “although the 
num ber of 
licenses 
issued 
in­ 
creased almost three times.” 
Challenges Dr. Hile 
Moreau said the average catch J 
declined 13 per cent during the 
four year period and commented, I 
“lf they place enough nets in the :

Moreau said that tests made by Dr.

and contradictory. 
He indicated 
that Dr. Hilo's testimony may hr

of commercial fishermen. 
In conclusion, Moreau em pha­ 
sized that from 1945 to 1948, tile 
total catch of walleyes increased 
from 1,377,000 
pounds to 3,449,-

H arry Buchmati, Rapid

Has Decreased 


Damage Complaints 
Down 36 Per Cent 


Predatory animal damage com­ 
plaints dropped 36 per cent last 
year but the conservation depart­ 
ment's more extensive 1950 sur­ 
vey also revealed game and fur- 
bearing animals as getting consid­ 
erable blame. 
D epartm ent animal control of­ 
ficers investigated 328 complaint* 
involving predators, 512 the pre­ 
vious year. 
However there were 
591 
complaints concerning non­ 
predatory animals. 
No compara­ 
tive survey was m ade on game 
and fur-bearers in 1949. 
The raccoon repeated as the top 
predatory species, responsible for 
170 damage complaints. 
The red 
fox again was second, getting the 
blame in 62 cases. Others involved 
to a lesser degree were the dog, 
skunk and coyote. 
Poultry continued 
to get the 
most attention, listed in 256 dam ­ 
age cases; crops and gardens, 31 
occasions; and sheep in an addi­ 
tional 22 instances. 
There w ere 
only 
seven 
bear 
damage 
com­ 
plaints. 
That trappers and huntcus are 
not cropping enough beaver, deer 
and rabbits is indicated in the 
portion of the survey on non­ 
predatory 
animals. 
Chief com­ 
plaints involved beaver, 373 cases;

Survey showed 370 ca.;es 
in which flood damage to roads, 
trails, tim ber or pasture resulted, 
139 cases of crop or orchard dam ­ 
age, and 32 cases of nursery, gar­ 
den or shrubbery damage.

Prensa’s, 
only the fearful and the tyrannical will let 
the casualty occur unnoticed. The free will 
sci up a clamor of protest.

Merry-Go- Round 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — There are more re a ­ 
sons than meet the eye why the Kefauver 
crime probe should be indefinitely con­ 
tinued. One of them is the general leth­ 
argy of U. S attorneys. 
This lethargy is partly due to the system 
under which U. S. attorneys are appoint­ 
ed—a system which has developed w ith­ 
out the blessing of the constitution 
and 
which the average layman does not realize 
exists. 


Today no U. S. district attorney in any 
of the 48 states is appointed without the 
personal blessing of the leading 
Demo­ 
cratic senator or Democratic political boss 
from that state. As a result the district at­ 
torney's office has become a m atter of 
patronage—a part of the political machine 
which helps pave the way for re-election. 
Naturally 
the 
senator who appoints, 
later influences And the man who influ­ 
ences a district attorney with his power of 
prosecution or forgiveness, the power of 
jail or freedom, in some cases the power 
of life or death, is a powerful person him­ 
self. 


That is why senators fight for the self- 
acquired right to name U. S. district at­ 
torneys. They are not given this right u n ­ 
der the constitution, but they are given 
the right lo confirm district attorneys; and 
they have used the power of confirmation 
in such a way as to ham string the justice 
departm ent if it appoints a district attor­ 
ney or a judge not acceptable to the inter­ 
ested senator. 


FDR TANGLED 
Roosevelt had the courage to tangle with 
the Senate and appoint district attorneys 
on tile basis of ability not politics. But not 
Truman. Trum an has had courage in re­ 
gard to some judges and has bucked the 
Senate on the appointment of a few judges 
—as in Iowa with Carroll Switzer; and as 
in Georgia with Neil A ndrew s—both op­ 
posed by Senators Gillette and Russell of 
these respective states. 
In regard to district attorneys, however, 
Trum an 
started setting the pattern the 
same 
week 
he 
became 
president 
by 
bouncing tho U. S. attorney in Kansas City 
who had jailed Boss Pendergast, Maurice 
Milligan—an attorney whom he, as sen­ 
ator, had vigorously opposed, even held 
up his confirmation. And having blocked 
the confirmation of Milligan in Kansas 
City, he has since permitted senators vir­ 
tually to name the U. S. attornews in their 
states. 
This means that local law enforcement 
as far as federal law is concerned is left 
largely up to the local political machine 
set up by the Democratic senators, gover­ 
nors or political bosses of each state. That 
is why m any senators opposed creation of 
the K efauver crime committee in the first 
place. That is also why K efauver’s resolu­ 
tion was held up in the Senate for four 
months last winier and did not pass until 
after I personally urged Sen. Scott Lucas, 
then m ajority leader of the Senate, that it 
would put him in a bad light if he did not 
give it the green light. 
Lucas, I understand, has since regretted 
that decision and attributes his defeat to 
untimely and unfair disclosures of the Ke­ 
fauver committee in Chicago. Personally, 
I was sorry about Lucas’ defeat because I 
regarded him as an able and conscientious 
senator. However, both in w ar 
and 
in 
politics, casualties are inevitable in at­ 
taining m ajor objectives.

Great Lakes-St. Lawrence Seaway 
and Power Project, working men 
and women— particularly those in 
tho Middle West and New England 
—have a vital stake. 
Here is an opportunity to in­ 
crease the prosperity of industry 
and 
agriculture 
in 
the 
Middle 
West. 
Here is a chance to stim u­ 
late 
New' 
England’s 
declining 
economy. 
Here lies promise of 
dollars-and-cents 
s a v i n g s 
on 
transportation costs from the M id­ 
dle West to the Atlantic seaboard 
and 
on 
electric 
power 
in 
the 
Northeast where it is scarce and 
expensive. 
More jobs, stable jobs, higher 
living standards and lower prices 
are the attractions the St. Law- 
rence project holds forth to the 
worker. 
These, and his added se­ 
curity in an era of international 
tensions. 
Every President of the United 
States since Woodrow Wilson has 
supported the Project. In the 82nd 
Congress 
resolutions 
have 
been 
introduced in both houses, and 
hearings in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives Public Works Comm it­ 
tee opened February 20. 
What Is the Project? 
It is proposed to make im prove­ 
ments in the St. Lawrence River 
to provide a waterway 27 feet 
deep extending through the Great 
Lakes to Montreal. 
A dam an/t 
power plant would be built in the 
International 
Rapids Section 
of 
the 
River 
near 
Massena, 
New 
York, for the purpose of develop­ 
ing hydroelectric energy. 
The Seaway 
When you look at the map, you 
see that the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
the St. Lawrence River, and the 
G reat Lakes are links in a contin­ 
uous 
w aterw ay 
of 
2,347 miles 
from the Atlantic Ocean to tile 
interior of the Continent. 
This 
channel 
is 
only partly 
navigable by ocean ships. Heavy- 
laden 
with 
the 
cargoes of the 
world, 
they 
can 
ente. the St. 
Lawrence and dock at Montreal, 
1,000 miles from the Atlantic. Be- 
yi nd Montreal, however, and ex ­ 
tending 114 miles to Ogdensburg, 
Now \o r k , the water route is not 
deep enough to carry ocean ves­ 
sels. 
Rapids, whirlpools and ob­ 
structions m ake certain portions 
of the passage hazardous. Known 
as 
the 
Lachine, Soulanges, and 
International 
Rapids 
Sections, 
these 
interm ittent 
bailie, s 
are 
averted by a series of canals only 
fourteen feet deep. The depth, of 
course, limits passage to shallow- 
draft freighters. 
Once past Og­ 
densburg, as the ships move into 
the five Great Lakes, the w ater­ 
way deepens again and, with some 
dredging, could easily accommo­ 
date 
the 
bigger vessels straight 
through to the head of the Lakes. 
The Great Lakes are vital to the 


economic life of Canada and the 
United States. In 1949, during the 
eight-month shipping season be­ 
tween April and December, the 
orc, 
grain, 
coal, pulpwood and 
other freight reached 188,000,000 
tons, over half the volume which 
moved in that entire year through 
all our Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf 
ports combined. 
The route was not always as ef­ 
ficient as it is now. Through the 
years, the United States and Can­ 
ada, while awaiting passage of the 
St. 
Lawrence 
legislation, 
have 
been making 
improvements. 
In 
1932 
the 
Canadian Government 
completed the Welland Canal and 
locks, an engineering feat wiiich 
makes it possible to by-pass Nia­ 
gara 
Fulls 
between Lakes Erie 
and Ontario and navigate a drop 
of 
326 
feet. 
In 1943, when the 
United States completed MacAr­ 
thur Lock, last of the famous Soo 
Locks at Sault Ste. Marie, Michi­ 
gan, the link between Lakes Su­ 
perior 
and Huron was enlarged 
for 
increased 
traffic of Hie ore 
boats. Both Canada and the Uni­ 
ted States have joined in improve­ 
ments 
in 
Urie Thousand Islands 
Section. 
The principal work remaining 
is removal of the bottleneck be­ 
tween Ogdensburg and Montreal. 
Once this is cleared, and a few 
short 
strips 
dredged, 
a deep- 
draft channel of 2,347 miles will 
open from Duluth, Minnesota at 
the head of Lake Superior to the 
Atlantic Ocean. 
The Power 
Look at the map once more and 
let your eyes travel seaward. You 
will notice that between Lake and 
Lake the level of the w ater drops. 
Sometimes it is a gentle descent, 
as at the Soo, where there is a 22- 
foot decline between Lakes Su­ 
perior and Huron. 
Sometimes it 
crashes precipitately, as at Nia­ 
gara Falls, where tons of water 
thunder down for 126 feet. From 
the time the water leaves Duluth 
until it reaches Montreal, it has 
descended almost 600 feet. 
Here 
is 
power, 
hydroelectric 
energy of such steady quality and 
in such plenty as to put even the 
great TVA in shadow. Lake Su­ 
perior pours an average volume 
of 71,000 cubic feet per second in­ 
to Lake Huron and the volume of 
flow surges ever-g ieater through 
the miles until, at Lachine, near 
Montreal, there is an average flow 
of 262,000 cubic feet per second. 
St. Lawrence power is the cheap­ 
est, best and most bountiful sup­ 
ply of undeveloped w ater powei 
in the United States. 
The Canadian-American 
Agreement 
Since the St. Lawrence is an in­ 
ternational boundary, its develop­ 
ment must have the consent of the 
two neighboring nations. In March 
of 1941, Canada and the United 
States 
signed 
the G reat Lakes- 
St. Lawrence Basin Agreement, a 
proposal which has thus far failed 
to pass 
Congress. 
Among other 


things, the agreem ent provides for 
Hie 
necessary 
improvements 
to 
clear the last obstructions in the 
'27-foot channel and for combined 
power-navigation facilities in tile 
International Rapids Section. 
It 
is expected that the installed gen­ 
erating capacity will be 2,200.000 
horsepower, to be divided equally 
between Canada and the United 
States. 
The agreement does not go into 
tho development of the Project's 
recreational 
potential and there 
should he a speed fie arrangement 
for 
this. 
The 
northern 
locale, 
fringed 
with 
forests 
and laced 
with streams, is ideal for summer 
resort 
activities. 
In 
acquiring 
land, a broad margin around the 
reservoirs 
for 
hunting, 
fishing, 
boating and appropriate camping 
or residential facilities should bo 
required by the public as part of 
the plan. There should be appro­ 
priate directions in the legislation. 
Nor 
is 
there 
evidence 
that 
thought 
has 
been 
given to re­ 
stocking the wildlife, forests and 
fishery reserves of the river and 
surrounding 
area 
and attacking 
the pollution which is becoming a 
problem on the Great Lakes. The 
CTO believes that necessary facili­ 
ties should be provided for the r e ­ 
establishment 
cl 
migratory fish 
runs on all the rivers flowing into 
Lake Ontario and the St. Law­ 
rence, and specific provision rn,ale 
to maintain the w aler level of me 
Great Lakes at its present level. 
This would mean fish ladders at 
the St. Lawrence dams, and pro­ 
per jetties in the Detroit River. 
W henever approval is obtained, 
the Project is Toady to go. 
Invi­ 
tations for bids could go out the 
day the President signed Im name 
to the bill. 


Electricity for New York aud 
New England 
New 
England’s 
homes, farms 
and factories are run on the mo .I 
expensive electricity in the United 
States, One reason the power is 
costly is scarcity. The entire New 
York-New 
England 
area, 
with 
the exception of Maine, is within 
economical transmission distance 
and hungry for electric power. It 
is the natural outlet for the hy­ 
droelectricity potential of the St. 
Lawrence. 
On any electricity rate list, the 
New England States are clustered 
near the top. 
Maine’s electricity 
bills 
are 
highest in the nation, 
Rhode Island ranks second, Ver­ 
mont 
sixth, 
Massachusetts sov- 
e th, 
New 
Hampshire 
eighth. 
Connecticut, 
although 
22nd, 
is 
still in the upper half. New York 
enters the picture as tenth high­ 
est. The lowest bills in the coun­ 
try are in Tennessee, where IOO 
kilowatt-hours ol residential elec­ 
tric service, draw n from the con­ 
trolled watershed of the Tennes­ 
see Valley, cost only $2.52.

Healing, of course, is a 
weightier expense in the north,

nevertheless 
the difference 
between the two regions shows a 
striking advantage on the side of 
the southerners in costs, cleanli­ 
ness and convenience. 
It is impossible for New Eng­ 
land workers not to be perturbed 
at the exodus of industry 
from 
their region. 
The population of 
the area continues to grow but its 
rate 
of 
growth ,is progressively 
less than that of the United States 
as a whole. 
New England’s per 
capita wealth is not increasing as 
rapidly as that of other regions. 
From 1946 to 1948, as over the 
long run since 1929, the relative 
increase 
of 
manufacturing pay­ 
rolls in New England 
has 
been 
less than that of any other region. 
Manufacturing since 1929 has in 
creased only 109 per cent in New 
England compared to 133 per cent 
in the United States as a whole 
and 158 per cent in the Pacific 
Northwest. 
New England has 
high ratio of business failures. 
These 
are 
danger 
signs. Al 
though there are several reasons 
for New England’s deteriorating 
position—antiquated 
methods 
of 
operation and cheap labor else­ 
where—there is no question that 
costly power has had itsv influ­ 
ence. 
The Federal Power Commission 
estimates that between 1952 and 
1960 additional capacity of 2,700,- 
000 kilowatts will be needed in 
the New York-New England area 
This 
is 
nearly 
four times the 
amount the United States would 
be able to draw from the St. Law 
Ten ce River. 
The cost of St. Lawrence power, 
delivered within a radius of 300 
miles, is estimated at 3.4 mills per 
kilowatt-hour by EPC, less than 
one-half that of comparable ener­ 
gy from coal-burning generating 
plants 
which 
“will have to be 
built if the St. Lawrence power is 
not developed soon.” 
New Eng­ 
land and New York paid over 7 
mills per kilowatt-hour for their 
power in 1949. 
Under 
the 
present 
plan, the 
power facilities would be turned 
oxer to the Stale of New York for 
operation and sale of electricity. 
New 
York 
is to reimburse the 
Federal Government in full and 
distribute 
the 
power, “provided 
that such arrangement . . . pro­ 
tects the interests of the United 
States and of other States.” 
If 
operation is turned over to the 
State of New York, it should only 
be 
subject 
to 
the firm under­ 
standing that specific 
minimum 
amounts 
bt' 
reserved 
for areas 
outside the State and the Federal 
Government should retain the au­ 
thority 
to 
revise 
and increase 
these allotments, if need be, and 
to regulate rates, investment poli­ 
cies, etc. 
T he C IO has favored the de­ 
velopment 
of 
water 
power re­ 
sources by Federal authorities for 
many years. Support for legisla­ 
tion authorizing action by a state 
agency 
represents an exception, 
justified only by special facts and 
on condition that sufficient safe­ 
guards of the national interest are 
inserted 
and 
sufficient Federal 
control reserved. 
Hie 
CIO 
believes that In tile 
operation of this Project a public 
agency should build and manage 
the t r a n s m i s s i o n lines. 
Distribu­ 
tion at the local level should be 
with a preference to municipali­ 
ties 
aud 
cooperatives. A yard­ 
stick to insure cheap power rates 
would thus be set up. 
Although 
the 
le g a t i o n pro­ 
vides that New England receive a I 
fan- 
shuiv 
of mo power,’* she 
should be protected by a specific 
allocation nj power, say 20 to 25 I 
per 
cent. The 
interest of New 
Jersey aud Pennsylvania should 
receive similar specific protection.

fortable lives, should be fostered, 
wherever possible, by the location 
of these lines. Undue congestion 
in any regions should be avoided, 
not

There 
should be policy declarations in 
the legislation on this point. 
In 1948. New York State appli­ 
ed for a license to develop power 
on the St. Lawrence at its own 
expense, leaving navigation for 
later action by the federal gov­ 
ernment. The need for power is so 
great that it became a prime is­ 
sue in New York’s heated guber­ 
natorial campaign last November, 
when Governor Dewey accused 
President Truman and the Demo­ 
cratic Party of sabotaging 
New 
York’s power demands 
by 
sup­ 
porting the dual-purpose project. 
What Governor Dewey seemed to 
overlook was the fact that the 
Republican Party of New 
York 
State, 
under 
his 
leadership, 
ignored 
the 
position 
of 
such 
groups as the 
CIO and failed to 
give its strong support 
to 
the 
combined navigation and power 
project whenever it came to 
a 
vote in Congress. 
Instead, 
they 
ere advocating a scheme which 
will cost New York millions of 
dollars more than the dual-pur­ 
pose proposal. 
In the meantime 12,600,000,000 
kilowatt hours 
of energy—en­ 
ough to affect the rates and bring 
comforts 
and 
conveniences 
to 
northeastern Canada and the Un­ 
ited States—are going to waste 
in the International Rapids each 
year.

convention 
on the ballot in November, 1952. 
If the question attracts a maj­ 
ority of those voting at the elec­ 
tion. three delegates 
would 
be 
elected from each Senatorial dis­ 
trict at the spring 
election 
ot 
i 953. The convention would meet 
in September, 1953, and the new 
constitution would be pul on the 
ballot the following April. 
The people voted on the ques­ 
tion in the November, 1948, elec­ 
tion. 
Favorable 
votes 
totaled 
855,451 and unfavorable 799,198. 
The supreme court 
ruled 
later 
thai this was not a majority ol 
those who had voted at the elec­ 
tion, and the question was ruled 
lost.

Huron) sought to put the

tion to the people

election next spring. He was de­ 
noted by protests that the vote 
would be too small and the ques­ 
tion subject to too much pressure 
from special groups.

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Chinese Threat 
Not Too Serious 
Babson Has Faith 
In Good Old U. S. A. 
By ROGER W. BARSON 
BABSON PARK, ria.—Despite 
ttie heartbreaking casualties of the 
iU-fated Korean campaign, I have 
not been worried about the tem­ 
porary successes achieved by the 
Russians. I am confident that the 
Chinese tide wilt turn permanent­ 
ly in our favor if President Tru­ 
man avoids war with China. 
I have been in the forefront of 
those who for some years have 
recognized that our country would 
one day face a Communist dan­ 
ger. I do not, 
however, 
believe 
that this Chinese threat is by any 
means- the greatest danger facing 
the nation. Korea has arounsed us, 
rudely to be sure. It has exposed 
in all its ugly nakedness Russian 
duplicity, and its threat to our 
future and to the peace of 
the 
world. At last, even 
the 
most 
stupid of our politicians can now 
see that Russian victory 
could 
mean world slavery- 
We may never succeed entirely 
in making the world “safe for de­ 
mocracy;” but our American sys­ 
tem is far superior to Russia’s in 
every respect. The Reds may make 
u* dance to their tune for a time 
but, knowing them for what they 
are, I don’t believe the American 
people w ill fall for either the in­ 
trigue or violence by which the 
Kremlin strives to reach its goals." 
We are too smart to be taken in 
by their harsh and false doctrines. 
So I do not fear America going 
Communistic or being conquered 
by 
M oscow’s hordes, if w e will 
invest in the soil and forget paper 
profits. 
Enemies Within U. S. 
What very seriously 
distrubs 
me is our extrem ely smug assur­ 
ance that the government of the 
United States is so strong that it 
can resist every type of inw ard 
corrosion. I was a little heartened 
by the results of the November 
congressional elections. They indi­ 
cate that Americans are not so 
completely sold on the bureaucra­ 
tic trend in government. 
I like to think that, in addition 
to laying bare the evils of the 
Soviet system , the K orean cam ­ 
paign has also focused some at­ 
tention on 
“the enemy w ithin” 
our own government 
structure. 
But, I am not so sure even now 
that we recognize fully this ene­ 
m y which is eating our substance 
through loose fiscal policies, m ake- 
believe money, unfair tax struc­ 
tures, excessive governm ent spend­ 
ing for non-essential purposes and 
various inflationary subsidies. 
Keeping Economic Freedom 
A* I see it, the final answer to 
toe Russian challenge is a better 
faith and a fuller way of life. De­ 
spite its organization and the huge 
sum s of money spent by its sup­ 
porters, the Communist party has 
been unable to gain any substan­ 
tial foothold in our nation. Why? 
Because here w e have 
a 
better 
faith than Communism, and a full­ 
er way of life than 
prevails 
in 
Moscow or any of 
h er 
satellite 
countries. 
So long as w e can preserve the 
religious faith which has helped 
so mightily to m ake us the great 
nation that we are, we need not 
fear either the ideology 
or 
the 
arms of Russia. So long 
as 
we 
keep government controls 
at 
a 
minimum and 
maintain 
intact 
freedom to work, to save, to in­ 
vest, even to risk, in w orthy ven­ 
tures, we shall be safe from Rus­ 
sian imperialism. I believe we will 
do this and, hence, I am an op­ 
timist. 
Why Growth Of U. S. A? 
Our country has achieved the 
status of a great 
power 
more 
quickly than any other nation in 
the whole history of the world. I 
believe that we have progressed 
so quickly because, for the most 
part, we have been true to the 
ideals 
of 
our 
forefathers. We 
surely should pay more attention

idea. Actually, it is just plain im ­ 
perialism based upon a system of 
slavery which is as old as the 
human race. We must not long sit 
quietly by without preaching m ore 
convincingly, and practicing more 
faithfully, the basic principles of 
our own American Revolution. One 
of these is th at every family should 
—for insurance—have some land 
to till somewhere.

To Open US Ports 
WASHINGTON— (ZP) —Presi­ 
dent Trum an signed a bill to al­ 
low Canadian vessels to haul iron 
ore needed for the defense pro­ 
gram between U. S. ports on the 
S reat Lakes. 
The legislation 
was 
necessary 
because a 1020 law closed U. S. 
coast wise ports to ships of foreign 
registry. 
Similar exemptions for Cana- 
dien iron ore carriers on the Great 
Lakes were in effect during World 
War II md in the post w ar period 
The last expired at the end of last 
year. 
Defense officials said at hear­ 
ing on the bill that this country’s 
steel mills need 91,500,000 long 
tons of iron ore from the Lake Su­ 
perior region to keep operation at 
06 per cent capacity this year. 
The American flag fleet on the 
G reat Lakes, they said, could haul 
only 82,000,000 long tons under 
favorable 
conditions. 
Canadian 
ships are expected to transport 
about 2,000,000 long tons. Pre­ 
sumably, the balance of the need­ 
ed ora would be handler by rail 
or other facilities. 
Icebreakers now are busy open­ 
ing the G reat Lakes for ore ship­ 
ping, Congress was told. The sea­ 
son normally runs from late March 
or early April to the first part of 
December. 
Last year the exemption for 
Canadian ore carriers did not be- 
eome effective until the end of 
June and that, coupled with a 
short shipping season, cut down 
the stocks of ore.

Reuther 
lambasted 
opposition 
to his dues proposal as “strictly 
political” and said John L. Lewis’ 
United Mine Workers are kicking 
in funds to help defeat it. 
He said tile higher dues would 
enable the union to build up a 
S15.000.000 
strike 
fund—largest 
in history—and to set aside ten 
cents a month for each of the 
UAW's 1,250,000 members in a 
“citizenship 
fund.” 
The 
latter 
would be spent 
on 
registering 
voters, taking them to the polls 
and other such purposes. 
He 
pointed out that inflation 
has hit the operation of a union 
and said the dues hike definitely 
would eliminate any more assess­ 
ments on members 
for 
strike 
funds and the like. He noted that 
most of the union’s members paid 
.SI8 in dues and $12 in assess­ 
ments during 1950—the equival­ 
ent of $2.50 a month.

Voltage Won’t 
Kill Lampreys 


Shocks No Solution 
To Fish Problem 
WASHINGTON— (ZP) —A gov­ 
ernment campaign to free the 
Great Lakes of sea lampreys by 
electrocution has backfired. 
A preliminary report 
on 
the 
project by the department of in­ 
terior disclosed today that lamp­ 
reys—they resemble eels—are “ex­ 
traordinarily resistant 
to 
elec­ 
trical currents, even at very high 
voltages.” However, “a one-sec­ 
ond charge killed 
(other) 
fish 
.swimming by the shocking device.” 
The object in destroying 
the 
lampreys, the report said, was to 
protect the game fish upon which 
they feed. 
As a result of its experiments, 
Die department concluded: 
“No economical method of elec­ 
trocuting these young migrants 
(lampreys) now appears possible.” 
However, William F. Carbine, 
chief of the fish anet wildlife ser­ 
vice’s branch of fishery biology, 
said in the report: 
“We have yet to determine whe­ 
ther the electricity might have af­ 
fected 
(the lampreys) eggs, or 
rendered them sterile . . , ” 
The ell-like lamprey has a suck­ 
er mouth rimmed with sharp teeth. 
It first established itself in Lake 
Huron in the 1930’s, and in less 
than two decades has virtually 
wiped out that lake’s trout fishery.

ever, provided for emergencies by 
allowing the governor to call spe­ 
cial sessions. These are restricted 
to the subject matters submitted 
by the governor, a move to pre­ 
vent the legislature, once in ses­ 
sion, from wandering all over the 
field. 
But since unsettled economic 
conditions have become the order 
of the day, taxes and costs uncer­ 
tain from month to month, and 
specially since the adoption of the 
sales tax diversion amendment, 
the fiscal future of the state acn 
be seen only dimly. 
The legisla­ 
t e cannot tell two years in ad­ 
vance what the budget outlook is. 
Hence, there has been a legisla­ 
tive session every year for the 
past IO years and sometimes more 
than one. And in every even year 
the legislature has been tied to the 
subjects outlined by the governor. 
Political observers have seen evi­ 
dence that it is not wise to allow 
the executive to hamstring the 
legislative branch, no matter who 
is governor. 
Bonus Funds Available 
Question No. 2 on the ballot is 
to provide a $500 death benefit 
bonus to the wives or parents of 
men who were killed in the Ko­ 
rean campaign. 
The money would come from 
the unused portion of the World 
War II veterans bonus. 
Currently only about $160,000 
would be spent out of some $10,- 
000,000 in bonds already issued 
and another $30,000,000 in bonds 
authorized. 
No one expects the 
total cost to be large. 
Thrifty 
persons 
might 
argue 
that the bonus would be costly, 
but supporters of the plan point 
out that the bonds are already 
sold, tile interest must be paid and 
the state would not suffer much, 
if any, were it to contribute a 
small sum to those who have of­ 
fered their sons and husbands in 
the 
fight 
against 
Russian 
im­ 
perialism. 
They argue that the small scale 
fight in Korea has been just as 
important to this nation as the 
large scale fight of World War II 
and that there should be no dis­ 
crimination between them. 
Close Legal Question 
The third issue on the ballot is a 
proposal to permit state supreme 
court justices to have their sala­ 
ries increased during their terms 
of office. 
This is a little closer question 
legally, but not practically, most 
observers agree. 
The constitution now forbids a 
jusitec’s salary to be increased j 
during his term of of!ice. In other j 
words, he must wait until he is ! 


reelected or his successor gets the 
pay boost. 
The idea behind this was that a 
justice might be inclined to alter 
his decisions in court if it some­ 
how affetced his pay. 
Strangely 
enough 
the circuit 
court judges are not governed by 
such a restriction. 
Several years ago the people 
voted to raise the salaries of all 
state officials, the legislature and 
the supreme court. 
All the law­ 
makers, the officials and two of 
the judges got theirs, but the 
other six judges did not because 
their eight-year terms have not 
expired yet. 
Unfair To Justices 
Thus, two judges are getting 
$15,000 a year, and the rest $12,- 
000. Year by year, two more will 
get the boost under the present 
system until five years from now 
they will all be taken care of. 
Obviously this is unfair. 
It is 
not only unfair, but it is putting 
some of the justices under strong 
compulsion to resign from the 
court and go out into private prac­ 
tice where any one of them, lead­ 
ers in their profession and holders 
of great 
prestige, 
could 
easily 
make $25,000 and probably much 
more. 
Further, it may retard top 
notch attorneys from going on to 
the high bench. 
Those who regard the supreme 
court as the guardian not only of 
our judicial system but of our 
democratic rights are fearful of 
any situation which may tend to 
lower the quality of the court. 
The average , citizen may feel 
that a judge is not being unduly 
hurl by having to put up with a 
$12,000 a year salary for a few 
years until he can get $15,000. 
But other states pay their su­ 
preme court justices $25,000 for 
considerably less work than the 
Michigan justices do. 
Michigan’s 
governor draws $22,500 a year 
and by any line of reasoning the 
supreme court is as important to 
the people as the governor is.
